1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 39 has been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent xinless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the apphcation being examined was not 
(1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA 
(pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayball et al. (US 
6,385,196). 
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3. Hayball discloses a method of deploying a communication system (abstract, lines 1-7) 
containing a narrowband-to-broadband interface having several network adaptors (Figure 4, items 46 
and 56). Each network adaptor is connected to a broadband ATM switch (Figure 6, items 46 and 16). 
The network adaptors are connected to various narrowband trunks (Figure 2, items 52-58; col. 7, Unes 
40-43), and two call servers (Figure 4, items 18 and 44, and 80 and 81) are coupled to the interface. 
The call servers control the calls between the narrowband trunks and the virtual channels of the 
broadband network (col. 11, lines 14-21). The method comprises separating functionality associated 
with the network adaptors whereby each of the call servers is responsible for controlling the 
interconnection of a group of trunks that share a common communication function (col. 1 1, Une 14- 
18), mapping logical addresses used by the call servers into physical addresses of the network adaptors 
(col. 13, line 61 through col. 14, line 3; col. 11, lines 17-28), and translating a physical address of a 
first network adaptor having a first logical address into a different network adaptor also having the first 
logical address (col. 11, lines 21-24; col. 13, lines 37-41; note: a logical address for an ATM virtual 
connection between the network adaptors will identify the network adaptors). 



4. Claims 12-22 and 38 are allowed.
